V Vherefore as 
he fetched both men , and money out of Ger- 
manie, forto ſerue his other rournes withall a- 
broade : ſo tooke he from thence alſo (Athing 
which I my ſelfe haue hard much lamented by 
the Germaines) the beſt parte of all their Mu- 
nition: As out of VV1iTTEMBOVRGE ( a Cl 
tic of the Duke of Sa x on) he tooke two hun- 
drethandtwentie peeces of great Ordinance: 
a hundreth out of GoTra : from the Lax- 
GRAVE alſo he had 200. peeces : and out of 
STRAYSBOVRGH, hetookeall the beſt, that 
they had : Sending thereof 5 o. peeces vnto 
NaPLEs, other50, to M1LANE, and 4o0.into 
D iy 
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FLANDRES : he did the likealſo with many 
other their Dutche Commodities , tranſpor- 
tingthem,citherinto SP Ains,orinto his coun- 
triesof AvsTRIGH, for toinlarge, and make 
riche his owne houſe and poſteritie withall. 
And this is a thing common vnto all ele&ed 
Princes (that haue Eſtate but for terme of Life) 
.careleſly to coſume the Treaſores of the coun- 
trey, diſſipating the publicke demaines, and 
conuerting them into priuate menshandes, ei- 
ther of their owne fauorites, or of their kinſe- 
How comn- folkes, As of the Cities, and Prouinces belon- 
trzes ure ging vnto the Sea of Rowe, the/Popes haue 
ed by made awaye almoſt the one halte for the ad- 
Princes wauncement oftheir owne priuate houſes.Pope 
elefed. $S1xTvys the fourth of that Name , after the 
death of GvipiBatlbo DE MonTEFEL- 
TRO Duke of VrBYNE, procured the duke- 
dome vnto his kinſeman de Rovere. The 
which dukedome ( not long after) Pope Lzo 
the tenth, tranſlated from FRanctsco M a- 
RIA DE RovekE vntohis Nephew Lok N- 
zo DE Mepici., Pope ALEXANDER the 
fixtegaue REG10,and Moptna (twogood 
Townes inltalie) in dowrie with his daughter 
vnto ALFonso Duke of Ferrara. CLE-

three lingerin cities atofietimevyiito his fonne 
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MENT theſcuenth,aduanced his Nephew Ar x- 
XANDRO vnto the Dukedome of Florence. 
And PavrLyvs tertius the Romane exalted his 
houſe of FaxnEesE vnto the Dukedome of 
ParMa, and PlacEnzaA : All which Eſtates 
were cihir conueyed out of the Eccleſtaſticall 
Monarchie, or by the meanes, and charge ther- 
of procured. AS Gv1iCcciaRDINE inhisſto-/ 
rie of the warres of ITAL: reporteth that the 
forenamed Leo the tenth, what with warring 
againſt the duke of Vas yNne, and with main- 
teining the coſtlineſle of his liter MaGDALE- 
Na, andhis ownepride, and prodigalitic, he 
lefithe Church worſe by 40. thouſand Dueates 
ayeare, then he foundit: beſides the iewells, 
and ornamentes ofthe pontificall treaſor,which 
he engaged. In the like maner all Temporall 
Princes (1 meane ſuch as are ele&ed) when 
they ſee thatthey cannorleaue their eſtates vn- 

to their Children,they ſeeke by ale, or by gifte 
romake the beſt commoditie of them during 

their owne lives. As Ropvrenvs th Empe- 

rour fora ſumme of money exempred all the 

Cities of Tos c AnE out of the fubieQtion of 
trEmpire, And RostxT or Bavitkgaue 
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. FarepertxE, he gaue alſo the Liberties ynto 
NyRENBOVRGE, AS OTno thethird did vn- 
toilsnz. Lonowixe of Bav1zk did the 
hke vatothe citie of EG Rs. :: Henxy.the firſt 
fſoulde what he coulde, whereby th'Empire was 
brought ſo low,as that C x axtLEs duke of Bur- 
gony was ableto make warre againſtthe whole 
bodie of the ſame.: If then an Italian will nor 
ſticke to weaken the Popedome,(the pride and 
ſtrength of his Nation:) nora Germaine to de- 
minith the power of thtEmpire, ( a Dignitte 
which the Germanes pretendeto be dewe,and: 
proper vnto them onely :) Much leſſemay we
